mightrake juſtly from vs this priuiledge of delivering 
our-opinions in conſultation ; but (ith it conſiſterh not 


in multitude of yeares, that wc ſhould excell on ano- 


ther in wiſedome,but in the induements ot naturegand 


_ diligence of cricumſpe&ion, orcare, why ſhould wee 


not ( both of young and old) make tryall ot the moſt 
able, thatof ſuchthings as ſhall be conſulted of, yee 
may take the moſt expedient? it. is wonderfull co me 
that you ſhould ſo abſurdly thinke, that we whom yce 


allow worthie to commaund both art ſea and land, 


whereby we cannot miſcarry without great hurt to

And tor mine owne part, (if I 
may ſpeake what concerneth mine owne particular ) 


I hadrather dig and 'ooſe my life for refuſing to vnder- 


g0 the conditions of the imperious demaunds of mine 


encmies, then to prolong my dayes much beyond the 
ordinarie courſe of nature, by yeelding to the Treatie 


_ of the Thebans : For it were a ſhametull diſhonour 


for me deſcended from Hercales, and from a Father 


. which ſwayeth the Scepter of a Kingdome, who am 


alſo Heire apparant of the ſame State of honour, to 


| | givewayas muchas in me lieth, that the State which 


our Anceſtours left vs, ſhould come to the managing 


_of thoſe who-haue beene vnder our ſervice and ſub- 
ic&ion; wherein I would have you to conſent with 


me, well knowing ithat in the Theban watre, though 


fortune haue not fauoured vs, and through our Cap- 


faines miſleading errours , we haue not in our bodies

And iffor feare of any imminent dangers we depart 


fromour owneright, we ſhall ſtrengthen the inſolency

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Let me therefore perſwade you not with ſo great dif- 
honor to blemilh this Citty, for our aflociates haue to 
vnaduiſedly given councell that we ſhould entertaine 
peace, (Meſſens being leftout) with whichour aſſoci- 
ates you ſhould be juſtly much more offeded,the with 


— thoſe who from the beginning haue defected and tal- 


len away from you : for they when they had alicnated 
themſclues from our friendſhip, haue ouerthrowne 
their owne Citties with ſeditions and flaughters, the 


whole State declining into worſe. But theſe doe pur- 


pole to vndoe you, who doubt not but to perſwade 
you to caſt away in a ſmall moment all rhe glory 
which our Progenitours with many dangers, within 
the ſpace of 700 yeare have purchaſed andeſtated vp- 
on vs. Then which the Lacedemenians could invent 
nothing more grieuous, nothing more contumelious: 


| To that furthermore, they are ſo deſirous to ſarisfic

who hath not had the Empire 200 yeares, but would 
take away Meſſens from vs, who haue poſlefld it more 
then double thattime.

One and the ſame minde, in managing their affaires

when they are in proſperitie as inadverſitic,but to ap. 


plie to the time; and to follow Fortune, not to beare 


mindes greater then meanes, nor to ſceke for iuſtice in 
thoſe ſtraites, but for expediency; In other things I a- 
gree with them, but how expediency 1s to be prefer- 
red before iuſtice, no.man of the deepeſt conlultation, 
can perſwade me. Forl perceiue that for juſtice ſake, 
Lawes were enacted, and in iuſtice vpright and good 
men much glory and.reioyce, and for iuſtice, Cirties 
governed honeſtly, and honorably labour moſt excee- 
dingly. Yeaand the warres in old times haue had a 
ſuccesfull end, not according to force but faith : and 
the whole life of man periſheth through wickednes, 
but is conſerued by yertue. Therefore they muſt nor 
be weaks, or faint-harted, that try all dangers for uſt 


_ cauſes, but much rather they who injures others con- 


tumeliouſly, and cannot beare proſperitic moderatly. 
Next you mult caſt your eye on this poynt, that all 
mens Opinions are agreed concerning the iuſtneſle of 
the matrer,but difference is only about the expedicncy 
thereof. And of two goods propounded - whereof 
the oneis maniſeſt,and the othervncertayne,how can 
you but doe abſurdly, if yee ſhall refuſe chat which is. 
certaine and out of queſtion, and chuſe that which is 
doubtfull. Your owne eleRion being ſo diſtracted in it 
ſelfe, for itiscomprehended in your { peeches: that we 
ſhould looſe nothing of our owne, nor invo'uc the 
Stare withany diſgrace, and being expoſed vnto dan- 
gers for a good cauſe to hope our battails ſhall haue 
more proſperous ſucceſſe then our enimyes. And in 
all theſe our adviſes ro looſe Meſſena, yee ſhall wrong

your ſelues herein, and peradventure miſle T7 expedl- 
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' encie iuſtice,and other things, which you expeR.. For 
it is not aſlured,-thar if wee graunt our enimyes de- 
maunds, we (hall haue a firme peace, andI thinke yee 
are not ignorant,thatal! men vie todiſcourſe of iuſtice 
or equitie to thoſe that are defendants; but on thoſe 
which are ſomewhat more ready in yelding to the de- 
aunds of their enimyes, worſer conditions are im- 
oled then at the firſt were intended, ſo as it falleth 
out, that they who are inclined ro warre, ſcttle a better 
\ peace, then they who calily ſubmitt to any condi- 
t10ns. 
 Andthat I way not be thought to waſt more time 
about theſe things. leauing them all, I will addreſſe 
my ſpeach to the moſt ſubſtantiall poynt. If never any, 
atany time having been put to the worſe, haue reco- 
vered themſelues, nor overcome their enimyes, nei- 
ther could we by any likelihood hope to be by warres 
advanced. Butif oft times ir hath come to-paſle that 
the ſtronger haue been vanquiſhed by the weaker,and 
they who haue laid ſeidge, have been put to the worſt 
by thoſe who haue ben beſcidged, what wonder were 
-t, that the eſtate wherein we now ſtand, ſhould admit 
alteration. Bur of our Cittic I can averre no ſuch mat- 
ter; for in former times none ever thought ſtronger 
then wee, invaded theſe territories; bur of others ma- 
ny inſtancies way be vſed, and eſpecially of the Cittie 
of the Athenians, whom we ſhall tind by incroaching 
pon others to be much blamed by the Greczans. But 
for their revenging of wrongs, haue ben prayſed of all 
men. Andif I ſhould reco.:nt the old peril's which 
the vnder went againſt the Amazones, Thracrame, and 


Pelopone{ans, who breaking into theſe Countries with 
IE C2 Emriſt- 
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Euriftiews, | ſhould be thought to tell you of things 
too high, and remote trom theſe preſent times: but in 


the Perſian warre : who knoweth not ourof how great 
calamitie, into how great proſperitie they were ray- 
ſed; for they only out of the inhabitants, which came 
from Peloponeſws, perceiving the power of the Barbare- 
ans to be vaiubliltable,thought it vnworthy for them, 
to condeſend to the conditions propounded to them: 
but preſently reſolved,to make leſſe reckoning of their 
Cirtics ſubverſion, then to become ſervily in ſubieRi- 
on. Therefore, forſaking their Territories, and Cit- 
tie, (minding their Countries fredome) aſſociating vs 
in their dangers, obtained ſuch a change, that they, 
who fora few dayes were made a ſpoyle, were fora 
long time after Lords over others; neyther in this Cit- 
tie onely is it very available for the common, good, to 
take courage and toavenge outſelues vpon our cni- 
myecs;but alſo even Diepyfro the Tyrant : by his exam- 
ple confirmeth the ſame. He being beſeidged by the 
Carthazinians (there being left) and having no ſafegard 
or defence for him, ) but hemmed in with warre, and 
his ſubicQs hatefully harted towards him, the tyrant 

offered to eſcipe by Sca-flight, one of his ſervants ad- 
ventured to ſay, he that dyetha King, leaues a faire 
Monument, whereupon, being aſhamed of what hce 
had purpoſed, and againe beſtirring himſelte and rak- 
Ing armes,flaying many millions of the Carthagiians, 
made his Soveraignty over his Subie&s farre more 
firme, and that power which he firſt had being more 
ſtrengthencd, he ended his dayes in King-like avrho- 
TItic, and ielt his ſonne in the ſame honour, and princl- 
pallitie, wherewith hee was invefted. In like fort to 
— 9 , theſe 
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theſe, did Amynras the King of the Mracedominns,for be. 
' ing overthrgzrne in fight by the barbarous people, 
that bordered vpon him, and being ſtript of all 14ace- 
dnie,frkt he minded to leaue his Countrie and to faue 
his perſon, bur hearing one commend that, which was 
ſpoken to Dzon#/1#65, and taking courage as he did, fur. 
priſed a ſmale Caſtle,or hould, and ſending for aid thi- 
ther, within-chree Monthes ſpace, he regained all 14a- 
cedonia,and raigning all therefidue of his lite, dyed ve- 
| \ryaged; we ſhall be very weary both in hearing, and 
ſpeaking if we ſhould ſearch out all ſuch ations, _ 
If we ſhould remember the deedes concerning the 
Thevean warre, we could not but lament for theſe pre- 
ſent accidents; but for the future wee conceive better 


hope, for they being ſo hardy as to ſuſtaine our aſſaults 


and threats, in this eltate ſtood their affaires, thar at 0- 
, thertimes being in ſubiection to vs,now they ſecke no 
” leflethen to command vs, itisa ſenſtes thing rothinke 
' thatwhen as (uch alterarions haue ben in orhers, their 
| ſhould be a Rand in-vs onely. Bur we muſt not bee 
daunted with our preſent cftate and beſtirr for the fu. 
ture, ard-ruſt in what time muft bring forth, being 
| confident: that Citties remedy ſuch calamities by wiſe 
| (Goverment at home,and by marſhall skill abroad. Nor 
| hall any dareto gaineſay, that our experience in the 
warres, is not much more then others, and for good 
. Domiltick Govermentt, it is in vs alone: ſuch as tt 
-,Oughtto bez which being fo, our affaires muſt needes 
| Þemorefortunate then theirs, who beſtow ſmall care 
| VYpon either of thele two. | 
| -) But ſome inveigh againſt the warre and tax it by 
| Yacertainty of events, viing a5 many other aa

ſo eſpecially thoſe diſaſtars which haue befa'len ys, 
and thinke it ſtrange that any ſhould iudge it firt, ro pur 


confidence in a thing ſo hazardous, and difficult, But 
I have knowne much happineſle to haue accrewed to 


wany by the warres, and chrovgh Peace nany hue 


loſt. For none of theſe courſes are of chemleiucs: ei- 
ther ill, or good, Butas a man ſhall ve thivgs, and p. 
portunities,ſo of neceflity haue they their events. For 
it is behouefull thatthey who are in proſperitic,ſh-uld 
deſire peace, for ſo inthat eſtate they ſhall greatly pre. 
ſerue that they haue. But thoſe that are.in adveclitie 
muſtliſten vnto warre, For by troubles and buſt! ng, a 
ſpeedic mutation will follow, and I doubt we practiſe 
thecleane contrary tothis. 


For when we might haue lived art eaſe and pleaſure, 


we followed warre more then was expedient: but now 
that we are driven into great diſtreſſes, wee (eeke for 
eaſe, and take counſell for fecuritie. But they who 
would inioy their liberty, muſt ſhun compoſitions ten- 
dred by commaund or ſtrong hand : as tending vnto 
ſervitude. And ſhould come to parleyes, either when 
they have ſuper eminency, the berter of their enimyes

krue other Clitties, but now all of you dare not at- 
\ tempt to ſaue your owne. And you haue filled all 4/72 
and Europe with your tryumphes: when you fought 
forothers, yet for your owne Country, ſo manifeſtly 
| hotonly wronged, bur reproached,there'is no appea- 
| rance of any battell, which you haue fought worthy 
ſomuch as to be named , but other Citties in the de- 
 knceof our Empire, haue endured the moſt extreame 


| bearethe leaſt hardſhippe,that we be not compelled 
| doethar which is dishonorable. 

Now when as we are furniſhed with good troopes 
of horſe well fedd and trained for the warres, ſhou'd 
| we now make ſo baſe a peace? As way be ſeeme on:y 
thoſe that are brought downe to the loweſt ebb of ne- 
| Ceflitics,and want meanes for their dayly ſuſtentation. 
| "But: this of al! is moſt vnworthy : if we who are 
; thouehr the mott ative of ali the Greciins, ſhall be 
_ hoſt ſlow in theſe deliberations. Aud is it meete to

And who would not diſdaine vs, (the Meſſenzians indu- 
ring the ſcige of twentie yeares in this Country, } if 
we {hould through a ſodaine compotition torlake the 
ſame, not remembring ovr Aunceſtours, but what 
they with much jabour, and danger, have poſleſled, 
wee ſhould through a verball perſwalion catt away ? 
Which ſome nothing reſpeRing, nor regarding the 
dishonour that will tall vponws, adviſe thole things : 
which will make our State for ever intamoi:s. And 
ſo eageriy doe they exhort vs to deliver vp Meſſer; 
that they haue been bold to diſcover the weakncs oft 
our Cittie, and the ftrengeh of the enemy,, and bid 
them which o»poſe their adviſe, to anſwer and tel! 
trom whence any help can be expected, wherevpon 
we ſhould giue counfell for a warre. 

T ruely I thinke the bcſt procuring of ayd for warr, 
and the moſt aſſured, is to vndertake iuſt cauſes. For 
It is right and meer, that eventhe good pleaſure of 
the gods ſhould affitt ſuch; if we. may con'iecvre of 
the future by the preſent. Add herevnto to governe 
the Common wealth well, and warily, and even vnto 
the death to refiſt the enimy, and to iudge nothing 
{o heavie,as to be ill ſpoken of by cur owne Countrie 
men, which worthy diſpoſition is to be found more . 
10 our Nation, then in any other: Arid truely tor my 
parr, I had rather go tothe warres affiſted with troupes 
of our owne Nation, then with the ſtrength of many 
millions of other Nations. 

For we know our piedeceflours comming io theſe 
oun- 
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=ZCounntries, were not Conquerours by the multicude 
| . -of others aydes, but by choſe virtues before recited, 
| Therefore 1t is unworthy to fearc the enimy, becauſe 
_ -theyaremany, but rather herein to ſer vp ourreſolutt 
pn,lith we ſee our ſelues ſoro haue ſuffered calamities, 
- 5 none others ever did, continuing in thoſe conſtitu- 
| / tions (of our Aunceſtours) which were ordained from 
| - thebceginning : Bur ſome nor contenting, nor contat- 
 *ningthemſelues within their happy eſtaces, but being 
| of turbulent ſpirits, others combincd with warlike 
|.  confederacies invading other Citties: others doyng 
| theclcane contrary; and the reſt are at difference with 
' their neighbours, rather about the boundes of their 
territories, then warring againſt vs. So as-I wonder 
- mea ſhould ſecke greater helpes in warre, then thoſe 
| which the weakencſles of the enimyes afford, theſe 
|  ſha'beour aydes, and afliſtance.

For they have not obtained by their falling from vg . 
what they expected: but inſtead of their libertie the 
contrary hath befallen them z For they haue both loſ 
che beſt men in their eftate,and are now becom ſubie&t 
tothe worſt of theif owne Cittizens: and when they 
would line after their owne lawes, they are fallen into 
many and greivious breaches of all Lawe. And where- 
as heretofore they were wont with vs: to goe againſt 
others, now they (ce others warring againſt them, and 
the (editions which they heard before amongſt their 
neighbours, now they alſo behould almoſt every day, 
commotions amongſt themſelues. And they are fo 
brought vnder by afflitions as they be now, not who 
are the moſt miſerable among them, for none of thcir 
Citries are ſo without dangers of ſword, that hath 
not their neighbours doing them miſcheife, ſo as 
their territories are layd waſttheir Cittics dimoliſhed, 
their dwelling houſes ruinated, their goverment tur- 
ned top-(ide turvie, their lawes abrogated, which 
while they cnioyed : they were the moſt happie ' of 
all the Greaans; and fo faithleſſe , and hoſtile are 
they among themſelues, as they rather feare their 
owne Cittizens, theu the enimy. And in-ſtead of 
; that wealth which they enioyned vnder vs, and 
' good will which they had from vs , they are fallen 
Into ſuch barbaroneſle and hard-hartincſle, as they, 
that haue wealth , more contentedly will caſt it into 
the ſea, then to impart it tothe poore in neceſlitie,and 
the poore had rather rob, and forcibly catch from the 
rich, then take them vp though they might find them 
by chaunce. And abrogating their ſacrifices , they ſa- 
criice one another on their altars : and there are wore 
| : exiles 
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- exilsnow outof one Citty,then there were before oue 
 foall Peloponeſus, notwithſtanding all which recited 


miſeries , thoſe which are concealed are more then are 


. declared, there is no wretchednes, nor heauines which 
- concurreth not with the times, with which ſomeare 


already, and others very ſhortly will be filled : all ſee- 
king-to find deliuerance from the preſent calamitic. 
For think not things can continue 1n this ſtay, tor they 
whom proſpcrities hath burthened, how canthey long 
indure the waight of aduerſitic? therefore not onely if 
weeget the vicorie by fight, bur alſo if wee remaine 
inioying peace yee ſhall ſee them changed, and they 
willthinke that confederation with vs will bee their 
beſt ſafeties - this therefore is the hope I haue, 

And 1 fo farre abſtaine from ycelding to our ene- 


miles demands, that if none of theſe things come to 


paſſe, no aide from others , and though ſome of the 
Grecians ſhould hurt vs , and others of them ſhould 
negle& vs,I would not hercafter be otherwiſe minded, 
but would fuſtaine any dangers of warre rather then 
fine any ſuch conditions: tor I ſhould be much aſha- 


med of both theſe, either to condemne our Anceſtors, 


as if they had iniuriouſly taken from the Me/enrans 


their territories : or that wee, if they haue lawfully poſ- 
ſkfſed them, ſhould give away any part, beyond right . 


and equitie. And neither of theſe two muſt be done; 


but wee muſt conſider how wee may wake a warre be=- 


ſceming our worth, leaſt wee ſhould giue the lye vpon 


them, who praiſe and admire our ſtate: but rather ſo 


tobehaue our ſelucs, that they might be thoughrto 
haue praiſed vs leſſe then wee bhaue werited. For : 1up- 


Poſe nothing more grieuous ſhall cuer fail our then 
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what now is; and that our enemies conſultations and 
ations ſhall much aduantage vs. But if our hope 
ſhould be fruſtrate, and wee ſhould on all partes bee 
circumuented , and that wee could not preſerue the 
State, theſe are dangerous things which I ſhall ſpeake 
of, ( yetl will not ſpare to ſpeake freely of them , tor 
theſe are better and more agreeable to our wiſdomes to 
be told among the Grec/ans then thoſe which ſome ad- 
uiſevnto ) I hold it mecte our parents, children, and 
wiues, and other our people ſhould bee ſent ſome into 
Sicilia , and Italy, ſome into Syrene, ſome Into Epirus, 
whom all hes will willingly recetue with ſufficient 
proportion of ground for their habitation, and other 
proviſion for livelihood, ſowe in rendring thankes for 
' the beaifits already received from vs, others in expec- 
tation of the profit they may receiue for the good 
they doe to vs. Thoſe which remaine and are willing, 
andable to vndergoe perills ſhall forſake the Cittic, 
andall their poſſeſhons,and goods ſauing what we can 
carrie with vs, taking ſome Caſtle or Hold which is 
well fortified, or fitteſt for watre, to offend and infeſt 
ourenemies on all {ides both by ſea and land, till they 


ſhall give ouer challenging that which is ours. And 


it wee ſhall valorouſly attempt theſe things without

T he reſidue of the day would faile mee, if I ſhould 
rake in hand to tell how much our eſtate would be bet- 
tered by theſe courſes. Thisis againe wanitcſt,that we 
excel] not the other Grerzaxs in greatnes of our Citric, 
nor in multitude of men , but becauſe we haue framed 
our gouernment, like toan Army well ordred,willing 
to obay the commanders. And if wee ſhall repreſent 
that whoſe imitation hath profitted vs, it is not ob- 
ſcure that wee ſhall be more powerfull then our cne- 
mes, for wee know thatthey who were made Lords 
of this Citty,hauing bur a ſmall army when they came 
Into Peleponeſus , have achieued many and mighticen- 
terpriſes. | _ 

It ſhall therefore” well become vs to imitate our an- 
ceſtors, and returning to our firſt Originall becauſe we 


haue ſtept aſide, endeuour to recover our auncient ho- || f 


nour , but wee ſhall doe moſt diſgracefully if knowing 
how the Athenians left their Countrey for the ſategard 
of other Gracie, we ſhould not dare to leave our Cit- 
be tor the ſafety of our ſelues, And that when og

| qughtto giue examples to others of ſuch worthy at- 
F 'chiuements, wee ate not willing ſo much as to imitare 
their honourable actions. Yea this is much more re- 


diculous, if the Phoceans flying from the dominion of 


 agreat King, leauing 4/4, fled_into 14aſ/alis, wee 
ſhould come to this pulilianimitie, as to ſuffer, or vn- 
dergoe their imperiouſnes , of thoſe whole maſters we 
haue been heretofore. We muſt not ere in our minds 
| toreuolue that day in which wee ſhould ſeperate our 
- Moſtdeare, and necre ſuddainly from vs. But rather 
| -arewee to looke backe to thoſe times in which as vic- 
| tours ouer our enemies wee ſhall reific our Cittic, 
| andimbrace thoſe which are {oe neere and deare vnto 
vs. Andnow wee areto make it appeare toall,that we 
| have been without deſert infortunate, and that in for- 
, Mer times wee iuſtly would haue commanded ouer 0- 


' thers. Andthus ſtands the matcer, I haue made this . 


| ſpeech, not as that we ſhould mſtantly do theſe things, 
| or as though our ſafcty conſiſted in no other courſe, 
| burasdeſirousro vndergoe theſe, and farre greater mi- 
| ſeries, before wee make compolition about Meſſer, 
| fachas they require. Nor would I fo ferucntly ex- 


| hort you to warre,if I found not that this courſe which 


| Thaue propounded to be the beſt way for a faire and 
| firme peace for future, bur out of that which others 
| have counſelled vnto, it will be diſhonorable , and for 
| notime durable. For if wee ſhall dwell neerethis Hf 
| ieenlarged and repaired, who diſcerneth not, that we 
Hall ever be ending of our daies in tumults , and dan- 
\ fr? Theſe therefore diſcouiſing of ſecuritie, hide 


Tom themſelues that they make but a few dayes peace 
arre, 


vs, which will beget hereafter a continuall w 
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 Archidamus, or 2 

-Faine wouldT heare ofthem , for what thisgs and 
when they thinke we ſhould fight even to death, Not 
then when our enemies impoſe vnreaſonable conditi. 
-ons ypon vs? Notthen when they would catch vsout 
of our countrie, and wake-free our bond-ſlaues, and 
place-them in the countrie which our Anceſtours left 
to vs? Notthen when they notonely turne vs out of 

' that wee baue, but make vs the reproach and ſcorne of 
our neighbours. I truely thinke that for theſe it is fir 
tocadure not onely fight, bvt flight, and death. For 
it is farre. better toend our hues in the honour which 
wee haue, then to prolong our dayes in dishonour, 
ſubieRing our ſclues ro our enimyes commaund. 

If I muſt not diſſemble to ſay what is cvident. It 
will be more tollerable chat our cnim yes ſhould de- 
ſtroy vs, then deride vs. For they who haue livedin 
ſuch reputation of courage-and worth as wee haue 
done: muſt chooſe one of theſe two, either to-be cmi- 
nentamong the Grec/aws, or elſe to dye cvery mothers 

_childot vs, withour ſubicRing our ſelucs to baſlenes, 
which we muſt thinke on, not with loue to our lives, 
Nor following the opinion of our confederates, whoſe 
guids, and rulers we haue ben thought worthy to be 
Heerctotore, But theſe things being conſidered, to 
chooſe not what is moſt expedient for them,bur what 
1s moſt comely for Lacedemes, and for our brave acti- 
ons. For of the ſame things all moſt not cver dclibe- 
rate 4'ike, butas from the beginning every one bath 
laydthe foundation of that matter. For none will im- 
pute it as a fault to the Epidereans, Philafians, and C0- 
rinthians, if they regarded nothing bur the life, and 
the preſcrvation of themſelues; but it is not m—_— 
= or 
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for the Lacedemonians to tocpe to all kind of meanes, 
2Þputif they cannot ſauc their lives with their honour, 
death muſt be p;cferred. For they who contend a- 
| hour vertue, muſt labour in nothing ſo much as thar 
| *rhey way be ſcene to doe no ſhametu!ll at. And the 
"cowardice of Citties is no lefſe perceiued in ſuch de- 
| terminations, then inthe hazards and perrills of the 
| warre. - For the greateſt part of the things their done 
-  conlifteth in Fortune, but what is decreed in thoſe 
| things: is the very index of vnderſtanding. There- 
+ fore we muſt alike ſtudeouſly prouide for thoſe things 
| which arc heere decreed, as the things which in the 
| warresare fought for. And I wonder that they who 
| would dye for their proper eſtate, ſhould not beare. 
the lame minde for the publique, for which wee 
. ſhould ſuffer any thing , and not ſhame our Circie, 
© or ſee itforſake the Orders, and gouerments where. 
| -tour Anceſtors eſtabliſhed it. And of theſe many 
| Maires, and mightic dangers which preſle vs, and 
FF wt be avoyded of vs, this muſt eſpecially be looked 
; *nto, that we appeare not to doe ought effeminately, 
- 'nor yeeld to our enemyes beyond what 1s right. For 
| is a ſhame that they who are dignified to com- 
| Mand the Grecians, ſhould ſtoope to their enimyes 
b *demaunds, and be ſo farre caſt behind their Aunce- 
; ceſtours, that whereas they to get Soueraigntic oucr | 
-'Ahers, were ready to ſuffer death. One the contra- 
| ty, we doe vndzrtake the danger of a warre, to ridd 
" Qur{elues from ſubieion vnto others. 
{Well may wee beaſhamed to looke on ene games 
LE Olmpes and other famovs ſolemnities; herein 
"ety one of vs was emulous, and more a m— 
Ft, | cnCcyH 
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then any champion that did beare away the bell in 
thele games; Into which, how thinke you any of vs | 
dare enter: when we arelike tobe fcorned, inltead of 
being honoured, inſtead of being conſpicuous aboue 
all for vertue, and hereafter obſcured and deſpiſed of 
them for our daſtardlineſle. 

| Beſides we ſhall fee our vaſſallzout of that Coun. 
trey which-our Aunceſtours left vs, bring greater ot- 
ferings and ſacrifices then we: and we ſhall heare 
from them reproaches ſo difdainefull as way be ex- 
peed. For thoſe who were before our ſeruants, and 
now haue pircked: vp: to ſtand one euen ground to 
make conditions with vs being their Malters : with 
which Couenanrs they will ſo pinche vs, as no wan 
living by words can expreſſe; whereof we muſt(now) 
conſider, andnot then repine when their 1s no 0- 
ther remedie.” And. now let vs be watchtull how 


none of thoſe things may happen , or light on vs. 

For what ſhawefull baſenes isthis, in former times 
we could notendure tobe equalized of free men, but 
now we ſhall be ſcene to ſuffer rhe bold inſolencies 
oft bondmen. And wee ſhall be thought heretofore

' thoſe chree hundred, who at Thyres, vanquithed all 


the Argwies, And thoſe embattailed thouſand ar 


Thermopols, wio fighting with Seventie millions of 
the Barbarians, turned not their backes neither were 
ſubdued, but lett their lives vpoa life , where they 
were ſet in aray, (hewing themſclues ſuch as they 
who imploy their beſt art and skill in celebrating 
 commendations, cannot paralcl| their prayſes wich 
: their vertues. A 
Calling all theſe therefore to mind, let vs cou- 
ra giouſly prepareto battel, not expecting any others 
to ſalue our preſent maladic, bur whar dangers doe 
_ affaile vs, let vs aſſay to defeate. For it behouecth 
men of valour in ſuch times to be more couragious: 
For proſperitie couereth the vices, and cowardice of 
all men, but aducrſitie diſcouereth what all men are, 
wherein we muſt ſhew that we haue been better trai- 
ned, and inſtruRed in vertue. Nor muſt we deſpaire, 
'Outof thoſe things which we now have: ſhould ariſc 
thoſe things which we yet ioy nor. 
+ For I ſuppoſe yee are not ignorant that many acti- 
- 6ns haue happened: which at the firſt all men ac- 
counted miſeries, and were giciued with the indu- 
ring thereof, but afterward yee experimented the ſelfe 
\ fame to be the cauſes of much happines. And whac 
| fed we forraine examples? (Ilay} ofthe Athenrars,

and ſhining greatnes, affe& not to be produced out + 
of ſloth, but out of bloody conflias, in deſire wher- 
of, ncither our bodyes, nor liues, nor ought clſe that 
Fe have, are to be ſpared, For we ſhall ſet all chings 
in good plight, and recouer our State into that digni. 
ric, from whence it is lapſed , we ſhall ſurpaſſeall our 
Anceſtors in honour, and ſhall leave nothing for our 

ſucceſlours to exceede vs; and we ſhall be in ſo good 

caſe that they would ſpeake well , who arc willing to 
ſpeake well of vs, ſhallnot be able by their praiſes to 

cquall our exploits, 

Neither muſt we forget this, that all wen ſct their 
minds and hopes on tht Parliament, and opcn your 
determinations init. So therefore let every man er 
downe his reſolution , as if wee were now vpon the 
common ſtage of a!l Greece. Itis but one marke that 
we ayme at in all theſe deliberations. For if we will 
relolue to maintaine our ypon cquall tearmes cuen vn- 
rill death, we ſhall not only be well reported of, but all 

| thereſidue of @urtime we ſhall liue ſecured. But if we 
be faint-hearted in perils, we ſhall perplex our ſeJues 
with many incumbrances. Therefore exhorting one 
another, let vs pay backe to our countrey her due for 
breeding and feeding vs; and let vs not behold our 
Lacedemon as it is now contumeliouſly oppreſſed,and 
contemned. Neither let vs fruſtrate of their hopes, 
ſuch asare our well wiſhers; nor making too much ac- 
count of our liues, appeare traytors to our reputation, 
conlidering that it is the higheſt point of honour to 
exchange a mortall bodie for an immortall Glory. 
And (with expence of our liues, which we can enioy 
but for a\few yeares, to purchaſe that good _-_ 
| "WAIC 
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| which we ſhall leane to all our poſteritie for euer. For 
 itis much detter by this exchange, ro get that honour 
' which ſhallneuer weare out, then to hedge our ſelues 

in with great reproaches for a little ſeaſon. And I 
thinke yee may be more encouraged to warre, if yee 
repreſent vnto. your minge, as preſent your parents, ' 
and your children, theſe cailing vpon you not to ſtaine 
the name of Sparta, nor the lawes in which you were _ F 
| brought vp and inſtructed, nor the battels waged in Þ- 

; their dayes, theſe other chailenging at your hands that i 

countrey , which their Anceſtors bequeathed them, - 42 

. their SOoueralgntie ouer the Grecians, and their princi- "= 
palitie which they recciued from their forefathers to 
whom we cannot anſwer, that either of them make vn- 
juſt requeſts. I know not why I ſhould prolong my 
ſpeech, only thus much : that if for the many warres 
| InthisSrate, and dangers vndergone, our enemies at 
\ hotimeereRed any trophe againſt vs, while any King 
of our owne family was commander. And it is the 
part of wiſe men that whom they haue vied as Lea- 
| - ders, and Generals in Warre with viorious ſucceſle, 

| by theſe deliberatcly aduifing touching future dan- 

gers, rather then by any others ſhould they be per- 
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
